tho various provisions in resard to the fees of of- 
ficers, witnesses, Ac., as follows: " When two or 
more charges are, or shall be made, or two nr 
more indictments slmll be found against a per- 
son, only one writ or warrant shall be necessary 
to arrest and commit him for trial, and it shall lie 
sufficient to state in tho writ the name or 
general character of the offence, or to refer to 
thern in very general terms." 


. This provision does not rhanfre the law , 


it is only designed HS a restraint, upon tho Clerk 
or Commissioner, preventing him from issuing 
a multiplicity of warrants where one would an- 
swer, and to guard against unnoeossnrry pro- 
lixity, merely for the purpose of swelling the 
fees of such officers, where he is paid by the fo- 
lio. "What had been the experience of Congress 
or heads of departments, which suggested this 
enactment I do not know, but it certainly w;is 
never designed to create, nor does its language 
tend to establish a new rule of law, abrogating 
the law which requires the charge against the 
citizen to bo plainly set forth in tho warrant for 
his arrest. Here are not two offences charged, 
and if there were, the rule of law would be the 
samo. 


Tlie warrant, a copy of which is returned bv 


the Marshal, as the authority by which tho pris- 
oner is held, is clearly, substantially- and radi- 
cally insulnVient, and tliu petitioneris, therefore, 
entiueil to discharge.

premises of his master. Here, he is entitled to the 
full and complete protection of our laws, us much 
so as any other human being, w> lung as he is 
unclaimed. Hu may sue and he sued ; he may 
acquire and hold property ; ho i". to nil intents 
and purposes, a freeman, until a lawful claim is 
made forhim. And this claim nniot be made by 
thp person to whom his service or labor is due, 
under the laws of tlie state frmn which lie escaped. 
No one else can interfere with IH in. If no claim 
is sot up to his service or labor IJT the person to 
whom such service or labor is due. there is no 
power.norauthnrity.nor person on *a.rth thnt can 
derive any advantage from his former condition, 
or assert it to his prejudice. So long as the own- 
er does not choose to assert his claim, tho cottage 
of tho fugitive in'Wisconsin, is as much his cas- 
tle ; his property,liberty,and person areas much 
thu subject of legal protection, as those of any 
other person. Our legal tribunals are as open to 
his complaints or appeals as to that of any otlicr 
man. 
He may never be claimed, and if not, he 


would remain forever free, and transmit freedom 
to liis posterity born on our soil. 
It is apparent, therefore, that the furtive akvo 
leaves his condition of slavery behind him, and 
takes with him into this State, only tbe dread 
contingency of tlui assertion of the claim of the 
person from whose service he has escaped, upon 
the establishment of which he may be reduced to 
his former condition.

It Is the source of all law, the limit of all 
authority, the primary rule of all conduct, pri- 
vate as well as official, and tbe citadel of person- 
al security and liberty. 


Hut ne was said before, though I rocorniio 


the right of every citiien to appeal to the Con- 
stitution in a proper manner, (not in ntiy mode 
whmh the individual may prescribe fitr himself) 
such appeal should be nwide in goo* faith, ami 
not for tho mere purpose of experimenting upon 
the opinions of the judicial officer to whom such 
application is made. Every citiien has the right 
to tost every taw by the Constitution of the 
Stato or National Government according to the 
forms, and through the appropriate tribunals of 
the country. Every one has a right to resist an 
unconstitutional enactment «f tho legislature • 
biit he does so upon hi* peril, until the confor- 
mity or nonconformity of tho act with the Con- 
stitution is judicially determined. 
It is unsafe 


for any person to resist an act of the State or 
National Legislature, on thu ground of its un- 
cnnstitutiouolity, unless he in prepared to abide 
the consequences, in cose his judgment should 
prove to be erroneous. Passive obedience can- 
in>t ba exacted, nor can private judgment in this 
behalf become the rule of action.

when called upon, and to extend the protection 
of the law to every person entitled to its prntro 
tion, I do not admit tho right of any one to de- 
vise a fictitious imprisonment, merely to experi- 
ment upon my opinions, or research in regard to 
particular questions of law which may chance to 
be deemed of more or less interest in the com- 
munity. The petitioner has complained that he 
to imprisoned without tho authority of law and 
asks my official interposition in his behalf. On 
the hearing, he sees fit to waive all objection 
to the former substance of tho warrant by which 
he is held, ant) to demand his discharge upon 
tbe invalidity of the law by virtue of which the 
warrant was issued, or not have it at all I con 
neither permit nor accept such Issue. If he ro- 
ally sought relief from his imprisonment bv ap- 
plying fur this writ, he should be witting to en- 


tho recapture of tho fugitive, as dependent en- 
tirely upon Ihe claim of tho master. Tho sixth 
section provides that "the person or persons to

This writ simply asserts, as the cause of the 


petitioner's arrest.that he "aided, alwtted and as-

1 Icnuw 
well its consequences, and appreciate fully the 
criticism to which I may be subjected. But I 
believe most sincerely and solemnly, that the 
lost hope of free, representative and responsible 
government rests upon Che State sovereignties 
nn<l the fidelity of State officers to their double 
allegiance.to tho State and Federal Governments, 
and so believing, I cannot hesit.ito in perform- 
ing ii clear, nnd indispensable duty. Seekiu"- 
aiid enjoying the quiet andj calm so peculiar tT. 
the position in which I am placud, I desire to 
mingle no farther in the political discussions of 
the tunes, than the clear suggestions of official 
obligation require. 


But he who takes a solemn oath to sunnorttho 


Constitution of the United States, as well as of 
the State of Wisconsin, is bound by a double 
tie, to tho Nation and his State. Onr system of 
government is two-fold, and so is our allegiance. 
Jederal officers feel less of this, because their 
onth binJts them only to tho Constitution of the 
United States; but State officers have tlie weight 
of both resting upon them. To the latter is pe- 
culiarly t.he duty assigned, or rather upon the 
latter, of necessity, dims tJie obligation rest, of 
ascertaining clearly, and of asserting firmly, the 
peculiar powers of both governpients, as circum- 
scribed by the-fundamental law of eacli. To 
yield a clieeiful acquiescence in, ami support 
to, every power constitutionally exercised by the 
federal Government, is the sworn dufv of ovary 


' i officer: but it is equally his duty to inter- 


a resistance, to tlie extent of their respect- 


ive powers, to everv assumption of power on flic 
part of the General Government, which is not 
expressly granted or necessarily implied in tho 
1'edcral Constitution. 


Nor can 1 yield to the doctrine early broach- 


ed, but as early repudiated, that any one de- 
partment of the government is constituted the 
final arid exclusive judge of its own delegated 
powers. No such tribunal has been erected by 
the fundamental law. The judicial department 
of the Federal Government is the creature, by 
compact, of the several States as s ivereignties. 
That department can exercise no power not del- 
e;atert to it. All power not delegated and not 
prohibited to the State', t.he States have expr. 
ly reserved to themselves and tho

It is true the writ recites that, Glover was in the 
lawful custody of the Marshal, by virtue of a 
warrant issued by tho District Judge under tin 
paovisions of the Act of 1850. Hut it is to bo re 
marked, that the mere recital, that such custody 
was liiwfid; is not sufficient. Tlie lawfulness 
must affirmatively appear, by facts set forth in 
tbo warrant. But admitting'thnt Glover was in 
the lawful custody of the Marshal, it still does 
not appear that ho was in such custody as a fu- 
gitive trom labor. Though tho warrant for his 
nrrest was issued under the Act of 18;>0. vet it 
by no means follows that he was arrested" as u 
fugitive. 


The petitioner is arrested under that act, and 


Qlover mny have been charged with some viola- 
tion of it for which he was liable to nrrest. The 
gist of tho offence with which tho petitioner is 
charged, on described by the act of 1S50, is, "the 
aiding, abetting or assisting tho person to owing 
labor or »ei vice, to escape from such claimant, his 
agent or attorney, or other person or persons le- 
gally authorised as aforesaid." There certainly 
is no such charge in the warrant of commitment 
returned here.

The offence here charged is peculiarly the crea- 
ture of the statute. It Is not resistance to the 
Marshal in the execution of his duty ; it ia not 
the breaking open the jail; it is not a rescue as 
known to the common lav, but it is intended to 
be the aiding of a fugitive slave to escape from 
the service to which be is held. It is a penal 
statute and must be construed strictly. It ij in 
restrain^ °f freedom, and, therefore, every pre- 
sumption arising under it mwt be in fcnirof 
liberty. It creates a new offence, and adds 
nsw and srrsrs penalties, aod, therefore, all 
proem aad prosecution under it, most be la 
substantial conformity wfth ita requirement*.

Where powers are <r-anted, they are to 
be exorcised; where rights rest in compact, they 
have still the forcu of law; but the Federal G<>\ - 
ernmcnthas no power to legUlafo upon them ; _ 
they are to be obeyed and enforced by Hie par- 
ties to the compact, the Stated themselves.

Various plans were submitted, and 
referred, propositions made and adopted or re- 
jected, when, on the ar>th day of Julv, ITS", a 
Committee of Detail was appointed, consisting 
of seven members, of which Mr. ]lutlcds;t>, i 
S. 0., was chairman, "to report a Crni«titut'ioi 
conformable to the, resolutions passed by th 
convention,— 2 J/a<i Pap. 1137. 


On the 6th day of August. Mr. Kutledge. froir 


the Committee of Detail, made :i report. In tha 
Report the several sections now contained in th 
4th article, (except the clause in relation to fti 
gitives from labor, which had not yet been tho' 
of,) followed each other, and thu article in re 
gard to records, as yet stopped, with the mor 
assertion of tha covenant, that full faith, <tc 
should be given to them ; no power was givei 
to Congress over the matter as yet. 


The first suggestion that appears in regard ,. 


fugitives from labor. w;is made on the 28th da 
of August, 1767. when article 15, as reported Iv 
tho cumraittee of detail, -was taken up. This ar" 
tide provided for the surrender of fugitives from 


ereignties respectively, t*ft duty of the latter to 
watch closely nnd resist firmly, every encroach- 
ment of the former, becomes every day nion 
and more imperative, and the official oath of thu 
functionaries of thp States becomes nioro am 
more significant. As the power of the Federa 
Government depends solely upon what the 
States have granted, expressly or by implica- 
tion, and as no common judge lias been provid- 
ed for, to determine when the one or the other 
shall have proved unfaithful to the compact, tho 
solemn pledge of faith exacted from both, has 
been deemed an effectual guaranty, and a fre- 
quent recurrence to the fundamental principles 
on which our government ia organized, a suffi- 
cient stimulus to every public officer aud to the 
people at large, both to yield and exact a perfect 
conformity. But I solemnly believe that the 
last hope of free representative federative gov- 
ernment resta with the States. Increase of in- 
fluence and patronage on the part of the Feder- 
al Government, naturally leads to consolidation 
consolidation to despotism, and ultimate anar- 
chy, dissolution.and all itsaUemlantevila. 


If the sovereignty of the States is destined to 


bo swallowed up by the Fedlral Government, if 
consolidation is to supplant Federation, and thu 
General Government to become the sole judge ol 
its own powers, regardless of the solemn com- 
pact by which it was brought into existence 
and the source of it* own vitality, as an humble' 
officer of one of the State*, bound to regard the 
lust rights and powers, botWof tho Union and 
die States, I want my skirts to be clear and 
that posterity may not lay tbe catastrophe to HIT 
charge. I am trnly thankfnl far the same feef- 
ing of conscientious firmness on entering upon 
the discharge of lh« duty before me, as would 
IM required in case of direct invasion, open re- 
bellion, or palpable treason against our common 
country.

This history is important, as it not only jus- 


tifies aad requires a distinction to be taken be

On his way from the Court Room, yesterday, 


Deputy Marshal COTTON declared that within 
sixty days they would take off a fugitive from 
Milwaukee, despite tbe decision of Judge 
Smith, that the Fugitive Slave Act is unconsti- 
tutional and void. The Slave-catchers will en- 
deavor to find a case or make a cane, to enable 
them to re-enact, on the free soil of Wisconsin, 
the Boston tragedy. We adviae every fugitive 
to arm himself and not suitor himself to be ta- 
ken nlivo. 
"Giro me Liberty, or give me 


Dcnth," should be their uiotto. And if kiduap- 
porn, without authority of law, undertake to 
carry off their fellows into Slavery, against the 
decision, and in contempt of our State Courts 
and State Sovereignty, the people should pro- 
tect such persons against the kidnappers, and 
oppose force to force. Wo have the Constitu- 
tion and laws, tlio decision of the Court and 
justice on our side, and now let us see if the 
Slove-hunter« are to trample the Sovereignty, 
and rights and liberties of the peopla of Wis- 
consin under their feet. 


The people of the country are ready to come 


tn by thousand! to put down the toriei, and 
they will treat those who may enlist on tho 
side of the slave-catchers, as tbo Massachusetts 
freemen did the British troops at Lexington. 
If the Constitution and laws iu favor of Liber- 
ty cannot bo enforced, the time for a Revolu- 
tion has come. We muit protect the liberties 
of all our people, or submit our necks to the 
yoke of Slavery. The slave-catchers are pi- 
rates against tho human race, and aru justly 
entitled to tho loathing and abhorrence of umii- 
kind. 


It is rumored that the Federal officers here 


have telegraphed to Washington to know if 
they shall not disregard tbo decision of Judge 
Smith and re-arrest us on the old warrant. — 
Let them try it. Wo shall not give ball in such 
a case, nor go to jail voluntarily, nor stay there 
any longer than it ncceigary. Unless our State 
Sovereignty is a myth, and our State Courts a 
mockery, no jail in Wisconsin can long hold 
us under such a warrant.
